- ptiioim ihu labor 1 trawl 700 miles hv rail and 
• pay out about 20 dollars monthly, and have enough 

left, not "to t-et Up saloorf keepers .in other busi- 
ness," but to "pay for my clothes that 1 wear out 
while doing the woj'k and perhaps five dollars .per 
month to devote to the suppoit of my family. I 
manage to save this by closy economy traveling 
night and day losing fejeop and frequently omitting 
*o take my meals when hiingry. And so far from 
these ch niches being the rich' 1,000 or 1,200. salary 
paying churches, two of them are. very poor, I or- 
ganized them last winttf, one of them only !iad 
three members to start with, it now numbers 28, I 
have stood by these three churches since, for the 
n ;lmi;i that il I did not tbey would have no one to 
break the bread of life to them, and I believe they 
will all testify thai I at least I think as much of 
their souls as I do of their money. II money was 
my chief object 1 could find other ways to get 
more of it. 

I don't know where my brother gels his informa- 
tion that Sam Jones is an illiterate and uneducat- 
ed man, I learn from his biography and the intro- 
duction to his sermons, that he was horn '.-i noble 
ancestry, in the state of Alabama and was reared 
and educated in Obartersville, Georgia, entered 
the legal profession, afterward abandoned it tor the 
ministry, was admitted into thj Ninth Georgia 
Conference of the Mttiodist Episcopal church, 
south, and sent to the Vanwert circuit, and for a 
period of eight years served as pastor of various 
circuits in his conference, and every one knows he 
received a salary for bis service, and since he has 
become an evangelist it has b.eu increased so 
much that he can use a huge surplus to set up sa- 
loon keepers in other btisine-s this he could not do 
before. 

The "M. E. church sujqtorfjf their superannuated 
ministers. But those who luhor in word and doc- 
trine they pay a salary wages; this is right, Christ 
says the laborer is worthy of his hire. A salary 
presupposes service rendered. Many are eutilled 
to support that have no right to a salaiy. 

I have labored in the ministry tor over 25 years 
I have made it my first and principal business, and 
I have always labored (or churches that believed 
in ft supported ministry. Ami I haven't received 
ten cents per day for that time in the way of sup- 
port. J have a large family to support. The re-uli 
is 1 have never been able to own even a small 
home, or to educate my children or even to send 
them to Sabbath school. In the face of these facts 
and this experience, I condemn the supported min- 
istry system which experience has taught me, 
means nothing more nor less, than that the minis 
ter should support himself or starve — his family go 
half fed and half clad. 

The poor minister must "leave the word of God 
to serve tables, and not give himself "wholly to 
the work." "Continually to prayer and the min- 
istry of the word" as the scriptures teach he should 
do. He can not "study to show himself a workman 
approved ol God, that need not lie ashamed, right- 
ly dividing the word of truth," unless he gets a 
salary ; hence, the great numbci of poor preachers 
there are in the churches who' believe in a support- 
ed ministry, and those who do get rieh, get no bv 
neglecting their calling and spending their lime in 
rambling for the mighty dollar then when ih.-y 
attempt to pn-ach they are only good for ore thing, 
that is to kill time ami bore the congregation io 
death with Ignorance. Hut if like yourself they j 
ai-e rich before they are oalled to the ministry thby | 


. 


ought to give , their ^er v ices ajad tifjsej free, to the 
poor, tor . hh«y don't need either salary or support 
from the. churches. 1 h»vo nothing to regret for 
having said in my former article that we, the 
Brethren, have rtd use for a congregation tbftt< /will 
not do what it cttn towards raising t ho minister's 
salary, for the distinguishing future' 'of iur envh-cTi 
ie, that we. take the "whole gospel and nothing but 
the gospel." If, Bro. Basbpr. ever coiitetrtried in* 
his preaching ft salaried ministry/ it waft trie minis- 
try and not the salary he condemned, for he has 
been. accepting a salary tor several year.* past. 

Yon want me to give ant hwrity that a salary is 
scriptural and ' that the hpostleA r-v.T iveeived it ; 
this I will; now '/jo, and at thVfcamr time 4!spoat of 
yonr h stenpiiire '' quota i iwns\'yrn "fiarmoira with .the 
doctrine. All good 'standard lexicons *$ret? lt ift 
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do fining salary t m< a fixed ally waiice, or'vvagbs fbr 
services' rendered. Tbey also, define "the word 
hire^ to mean, ,wagt*,;.cpi ujk' nation, &c. JTow 
keep these "definitions before your mind while we 
quote and apply the scriptures. 

Chr'st the Great bead of the church said, and 
He said K in reference to this very subject, as you 
will see by re Feting to haul's letter to 1 Tim. 5 : 
17, 18. "The laborer is worthy of his Hire." 
Luke 10 ; 7. In the 9th chapter of 1 ' Cor.. Paul 
says, "They which minister about Holy things 
live of the things ol the temple and they that wait 
at the altar are partakers wiih the alta/." Even 
so hath the Lord ordained that thev which preach 
the gospel should live of the gospel."' If you want 
to know what is meant by living of the gospel, 
see what is meant by living of the things of the 
temple. God's ancient ministers under the law 
were set apart to their holy service and maintained 
witli theii' families bj the church, l'leasc read the 
18th chapter of Numbers and other scriptures on 
the subject, and you will see that the tenth part 
ol the income of the nation, together with the best 
of the oil, the best of the wine, and of ihe wheat, 
all the first fruits of the land and ol the flocks, were 
to be given to the priests, their sons and their 
daughters with them, by a statute forever. For, 
saith the Lord, it ts their reward for their service. 
Even so hath the Lord oidained that they who 
preach the gospel should live. 

Paul declined accepting his salary at Corinth for 
more than one reason, but I shall at present notice 
but one. He did not need it, for he was at the very 
time receiving a salary from oilier churches Hear 
hirn in second letter explain, when he learned that 
they had become offended on account of it. 

I, said he, have robbed oilier churches, taking 
wages (salaiy) of tiiem to do you service, and when 
I was prtsent with you and in want, the brethren, 
which came from Macccdonia ministered unto me, 
see 11th chapter et 2 Cor. None of us is too poor 
to preach l.ir one church without compensation. 

If we are at the same time leceiving sufficient 
wages from another church. And at Tlicssalonica 
he says he worked to set an example for some of 
the lazy church members io follow. But even 
there and then he was being paid by the chinch 
at Philipi, as you will see by reading Phil, -t : 15, 
lb*. Su you can see how easily we dispose of your 
texts you quote against us. Paul in Gal. : 6, says, 
"Let him that is taught in the word communicate 
unto him that *eaehelh in all fcOod things," Il all 
would do ihis a sufficient salary could be paid to 
all our ministers and it would not lake the tenth 
of their income to do it either, Paul said to the 
Corinthians "If we have sown unto spiritual things 
ts it a great thing if we reap your carnal things." 
Now I think I have clearly shown from the word 
ol God, according to the true and obvious meaning 
of the language. That Chiitt taught and that the 
apostles received a salary. 

Now I have one assertion to make, and make it 
loo without fear of successful eon tiadicl ion, from 
a Bible stand point, it is this. That all the apos- 
tles "for working'* forsook all worldly pursuits, 
and gave themselves entirely to the work ol the 
minis! ry. Except Paul and Barnabas who for 
special reasons, other than for their support, labor- 
ed with their hands occasionally, but continued in 
the mean whilu to draw their regular salary. It 
is probable that when they needed a few we< ks rest 
from their parochial labors, instead of having a 


jolly time at the seaside or summer resort, they 
occupied their time in. teaching the lazy church 
mem bers . how to work, t Lis was pood for them 
physically and mentally. Very invigorating and 1 
the custom commends itself to modern ministers'. 
' 'This being so they undoubtedly received a sal- 
ary 'fen* the 1 support ot themselves and their families 
as - the Lord ordained,, * Diligence in business re-
